There are said to be more idle men in 
the city of Detroit than there are in the 
whole Dominion of Canada. It does not, 
of course, provide work or wages for an 
idle man in Canada to tell him that his 
plight would be worse if he were some- 
where else. But the comparison should 
be interesting to the taxpayers of the 
Dominion, who are being told that it is 
their duty to supply millions of dollars 
to relieve an unemployment problem so 
grave that it transcends all other public 
issue8 in importance. 

That contention is sheer nonsense, 
and will not bear scrutiny for a moment. 
A very small minority of the residents 
of the Dominion are unable to obtain 
work. Their predicament is being ex- 
aggerated into the proportions of a na- 
tional emergency by an Opposition that 
is bankrupt of policy and hdépes to get 
into power by promising to scatter the 
public funds with a lavish hand. If the 
spending of the hysterical politicians 
were as wildly out of proportion as their 
language, the taxpayers would have 
plenty of employment for years to come 
trying to make up the national! deficits. 


Mr. Charles Woodward, one of the 
leading merchants of western Canada, 
with large departmental stores in Ed- 
monton and Vancouver, draws atten- 
fon to one result of the Dunning bud- 
et which has not received the measure 
of attention that is due it, particularly 
n a part of the country whose residents 
are consumers rather than producers 
of manufactured goods. 

This experienced merchant does not 
deal in general theories, but gets down 
to cases, and indicates in detail the 
very great saving which the Canadian 
householder will receive through the 
preference that is extended to British- 
nade goods.

Coming from a man who has spent 
his life buying and selling goods, and 
who stands responsible for his judg- 
ment, that statement of the case is one 
which the voter may with confidence set 
off against the airy declarations of 
legal gentlemen and doctrinaires who 
tell him that the budget is only a “zes- 
ture” of small consequence to either him 
or the British industrial worker 


WHO IS TO PAY? 


The cities of Winnipeg and St. Boni- 
ce are asking the Government of 
‘lanitoba to share with them the cost of 
certain public works which would pro- 
vide a considerable measure of em- 
ployment for local residents who need 
work, the provincial treasury to be re- 
couped under the dollar-for-dollar offer 
of the Dominion Government. 

It is interesting, and instructive, to 
note that the first result of the propo- 
sal is that men are arriving in “droves”

from Dakota and other 
States, in hope of sharing in this exnen- 
diture of Canadian tax money. If these 
outsiders are given work the taxpayers

of the municipalities, the Province and 
the Dominion will be burdened with the 
support of men who have no claim upon 
them. If they are not given work, the 
communities will be swarming with pen- 
niless stranvers 

The moral is surely plain enough. In 

whatever relief measures are taken by 
the provinces in co-operation with the 
Dominion, care will have to be taken 
that the benefit goes to those for whom 
it is intended, not to idle men from the 
republic who will see in these measures 
the opportunity to live at the expense of 
Canadian taxpayers. 

It does not require much irnagination 
to picture what would happen if Can- 
ada launched upon any such grand car- 
nival of expenditure as Mr. Bennett pro- 
poses at this juncture. The news would 
spread like wildfire throughout the 

nited States, and every point along the 
border would be invested by an army of 
idle men seeking to escape from the in-

dustrial “paradise” south of the boun- 
dary and to quarter themselves upon 
the taxpayers of Canada. That is a 
prospect which the taxpayers would do 
well to think about before they mark 
their ballots. 


SHAPING POLICY TO CONDITIONS 


' Friend Journal is deeply distressed 
at the inconsistency of the King Govern- 
ment in cancelling the concession under 
which New Zealand butter has been 
admitted into Canada at a tariff rate of 
one cent per pound. This, it thinks, is 
an incomprehensible procedure on the 
part of the Government which extended 
the concession. Either the antipodean 
butter should never have been admitted 
at this rate, or the rate should be con- 
tinued forever; so runs the plaintive 
protest. 

.All which is characteristic of the 
political doctrinaire. A change in con- 
ditions means nothing to your hide- 
bound theorist. A policy that is in the 
public interests today‘ must necessarily 
be to the general advantage tomorrow, 
and to change it to meet a shift of 
circumstance is the unpardonable sin. 
Keep up the tariff, whatever happens 
to the country; that is the formula of 
the academic protectionist. 

People who are not afflicted with 
this slavish attachment to the doctrine 
of exclusion will have no trouble in 
understanding why it was advisable 
four years ago to grant this concession, 
nor why it is advisable now to revise the 
convention. When the concession was 
granted the farmers of Canada were 
making more money growing wheat 
than they could make milking cows. 
From being a butter exporting country 
Canada was changing to a country in 
which the home make did not meet the 
home demand. Either butter had to be 
admitted at a low rate of duty, or 
Canadian consumers would have to pay 
inordinate prices for butter. 

That condition is now tending to re- 
verse. Wheat prices are down, and 
farmers are turning again to other 
branches of production. It is desirable 
to encourage that movement, and to 
facilitate it. Hence the importation of 
butter is to be checked, and the 
Canadian dairy interests encouraged to 
resume the task of supplying the con- 
sumer’s requirements. It is safe to do 
that now because growing competition 
among the home producers will in a 
measure keep the price within the con- 
Sumer’s reach; just as lessening com- 
petition among the home producers in 
the former conditions was tending to 
shove the price beyond his reach. 

The admission of New Zealand 
butter at the low tariff rate was a con- 
cession to the Canadian consumer at a 
time when his interests needed pro- 
tection; the revision of the agreement 
IS a concession to the Canadian producer 
at a time when his interests are the 
ones requiring protection. 

Which is to say that the Mackenzie 
King Government has based its policy 
with respect to butter imports upon an 
intelligent understanding of the living 
conditions of the people of Canada; not 
upon the rigid appiication of a cut-and- 
dried theory regardless of consequences 
to those conditions.

FRUIT BEFORE BEDTIME

Incessant talking is not a disor- 
der, but it may be one symptom, 
which, along with others may supply 
convincing evi- 
dence of a men- 
tal condition se- 
ridusly abnor- 
mal, In this in- 
Stance the de- 
scription Sug- 
gests the need 
of a thorough 
mental exami- 
nation. Restless 
talking is a sign 
of mental agita- 
tion that occurs in more than one type 
of divorder. It would take an expert 
to decide what is the basic difficulty 
in this instance; he would judge by 
the accompanying symptoms, the 
make-up of the personality, his life 
history, the conditions under which 
the symptoms appear, whether a 
period of great talking activity is 
followed by one of reticence, and so 
on. A symptom of this type sounds 
a note of warning; itrarely, if ever, 
is the only evidence of abnormality 
The rest belongs to the mental ex- 
pert to determine 

The question offers a good occa- 
sion to set forth the relation between 
the lay analysis and the expert ana- 
lysis of mental symptoms. Mere 
talkativeness may be a perfectly in- 
telligible normal symptom, It occurs 
in lively, enterprising, sociable per- 
fons, eminently intelligent and effi- 
eient; nor is it to be confused with 
the common failing of those who like 
to hear the sound of their own 
voices, and put themselves forward.

But either state may 
be present to an abnormal degree. 
Because talking is the most general 
form of expression, does it become 
the ready channel of many a mental 
abnormality

JULY 24TH 

Cocking’s parachute experiment fails, July 24, 1837 
one of the unfortunate gentlemen who gave their lives in the attempt to 
make the science of aeronautics as safe as possible. A parachute seems a 
simple sort of contrivance, but early aeronauts had a lot to learn about 


Mr. Cocking was 


them before a practical apparatus was evolved. It 
was only natural that when men began to ascend 
in balloons they should think of coming down (pro- 
bably it was usually uppermost in their minds), but 
fourteen years seems to have elapsed between the 
first balioon ascent and the first public performance 
of Garnerin, who is accepted as the father of the 
parachute. Garnerin's parachute resembled a large 
umbrella, twenty-three feet in diameter, with a car 
attached. When he demonstrated it over London it 
gave the populace a thrill by refusing to open for 
some seconds, and when it did open it oscillated to 
such an extent that at times the car, suspended 
twenty feet below, was on a level with the rest of 


‘ It was this oscillation which set Mr. Cocking thinking, 


and, apparently one day, noticing an ordinary umbrella dropping, he ob- 
served that after oscillating it turned upside down, and then sank grace- 


fully to earth 


Here was the base of his theory: the perfect parachute 


should be constructed vertex downward. On this day July 24, 1837, Mr 
Cocking ascended from Vauxhall Gardens suspended below the great 
Nassau balloon, and at 5000 feet dropped to earth, despite the remon- 
stfances of Messrs. Green and Spencer who were in the basket above him 
Cocking’s invention s'mply collapsed and he was dashed to pieces. The 
balioon itself nearly met disaster in its upward plunge when the weight 
of the parachute was removed—it weighed nearly 400 pounds. His idea, of 
course, never became popular, although an American aeronaut experimented 
with it, and found if more scientifically constructed it did work, descend- 
ing much more stesdily, generally in a graceful spiral curve

Otho came to be emporer through 
causing the assassination of Galba, 
successor of the infamous Nero. He 
was driven to this course by his 
financial straits, which he could 
only remedy through possession of 
the highest of offices. That he suc- 
ceeded was due to the affection his 
soldiers held for him 

He had scarcely entered upon of- 
fice when the armies in Germany 
advanced Vitellius for emperor, Hos- 
Ulities followed. Otho met reverses, 
but by no means of a divastrous nae 
ture. He could not bear, however, to 
cause the destruction of human lives 
for his own selfish aggrandizement, 
Rather than continue the war he re- 
Solved to kill himself 

He was encouraged by the example 
of a common soldier, who, having 
been accused of cowardice, threw 
himself upon his sword at the em- 
porer’s very feet 

Otho's first step was to advise his 
relatives and friends to provide for 
their future in the best way possible 
Having embraced them, he sent 
them away, and then wrote letters 
of consolation to his sister and to 
Messalina, whom he planned to 
marry, Afterward he distributed such 
cash as he had among his servant 

Evening had arrived. “Let us add 
this night to our life,’ he said. Giv- 
ing Orders that no violence should 
be allowed in the camp, he retired 
to his chamber keeping the door 
open until a late hour, so that all 
who wished might come and visit 
with him 

About midnight he took two pon- 
ards and examined their points to 
see which was sharpest. Selecting 
one, he put it under his pillow, shut 
his door, and, getting into bed, slept 
foundly until daybreak, when he 
drew out the poniard and stabbed 
himself in the left breast, 

He could not restrain a groa: 
Immediately attendants burst into 
nis room. But they could do noth- 
ing As the room filled he first ex 
posed his wound and then covered 
it, Thus Ufe quietly flowed away 

Many of his soldiers were present 
at the death of Otho They wept 
over him a5 “a most gallant man 


And an incomparable emperor.” 
Then they killed themselves 
He was only 88 and he had 


reigned but 5 days. Hated while liv- 
ing, he was universally praised after 
his death. Ever afterward it was 
cemmonly said that “none ever died 
like Otho.”

In America Are Fascinating 


Mr. Wilkinson of Teeds 
Continues L« tures at 
Univer 
ho heard Mr, Wilkinson 


lecture on “Eligebethan Seamen” 
last night at the University did not 
feel that they had heard a hitory 
lecture but that they had been con- 
ducted on a voyage of glamorous ad- 
enture by one who had recaptured 
spirit of high adventure that 


the 
characterized those daring seamen of | 
the days of Good Queen Bess. 

“It is a most d'sconcerting thought 
to most Englishmen,” said the speak- | 


er in introducing 
England was not the leading nation 
in adventure and exploration, 
that the palm goes to Portugal.” He 
then gave a glowing account of that 
famous and gallant Prince Henry of 
Portugal who devoted his wealth, time, 
brains and position to the further- 
ance of exploration and who sent his 
brave seamen out into the uncharted 
waters to follow the coast of Africa. 
It was these brave men, whoe vwery 
mame are forgotten, who, setting out 
without compass, maps or adequate 
steering gear into the vague horrors of 
the unknown paved the way for Vasco 
de Gama, who, in 1497, rounded the 
Cape of Good Hope and established 
trade with East Indies, 

The story of Spanish exploration In 
the two Americas is one of the most 
fascinating pages of history. Beginn- 
ing with Coumbus, who set out to 
reach the Indies by a weatern route 
and who discovered Hispaniola (now 
called Haiti) and following the 
journeys of Amergo Vespucct who 
landed on the mainland of America, 
Cortez who conquered Mexico, and 
Pizarro who unearthed the vast 
treasure of Peru, we come to that in- 
terpid seaman, Magellan who, round- 
ing the point of South America after 
a stormy voyage in which all the pro- 
visions had been used, fearlessly set 
out westward for the East Indies. 
After a terrible voyage of eleven weeks 
during wh'ch the crew lived on leather 
straps, the rats of the ship and saw- 
dust, he reached the Phillipines, only 
to be killed shortly after in a skirmish 
with some unfriendly natives. 

During all this time, English sailors 
who had been prohibited by the Pope 
from 
wealth of the new world began prac- 
tising piracy 
patriotism the British stamen lay in 
wait for the treasure laden galleons 
returning to Spain and very frequently 
succeeded in transferring the gems 
and gold to their won vessels, Mr 
Wilkinson recommended volume 7 of 
Hakluyt'’s ‘Voyages’ as 
book in which to read of the exploits 
of these fore-fathers of curs, In this

book you can read of English seamen | 


capturing Spanish ships laden with 
bars of gold and silver ingots, of how 
Sir John Hawkins loaded his ships 
with negroes which 


beached his ships at Nombre de Dios, 
marched up the Chagre river, lay in 
hiding till the slave gangs passed, 
fell on the unsuspecting slave drivers, 
and returned safely to England with 
all the gold and silver stowed in his 
ships.

and dangers, He also gave the names 
of a number of books which anyone 
interested in travel Hterature should 
read. ‘They are: Westward Ho, by 
Kingsley; Conquest of Peru; English 
Seamen of the Sixteenth Century and 
Hakluyt's “Voyages.” The last named 
lis a series of seamen’s logs and stories 
which were collected by Bishop Hak- 
luyt. ‘They are original documents 
written by seamen 
fights with the Spaniards, tales of 
strange sights like cocounts andcroco- 
diles, all written in characteristic 
style. This collection includes Raleigh's 
“Discovery of Guiana.”

“If I am returned at the polls on) 
Monday next—and I am_ sure, my) 
friends, you will again rally to my| 
support—I will pledge myself to wage) 
war on this rate and do ail in my 
power to have it lowered. My friend 
G. G. McGeer is fighting a glorious,

Audiences Enthuse 

Mr. Bilatchford’s two audiences 
greeted him in a most enthusiastic 
maner, His entry into both halls was | 
something in the nature of a triumphal 
march, His hearty hand-shake and 
genial smile were in evidence on all | 
sides, while his personality and force | 
of argument carried the meetings in 
a most convincing fashion. | 

Turning his attention to the freight 
rates question in general, Mr. Blatch- | 
ford recalled the protracted and bit- 
terly contested controversy over the 
export hg Jae rate and the mighty 
battle that had to be waged ere it was 
reduced. 

When the smoke of battle had ult!- 
mately cleared away, the then existing 
rate of 31 cents a hundredweight on 
grain moving westward to Vancouver 
was reduced to 20 cents a hundred- 
weight. 

As an indication of the value of 
this action, Mr. Blatchford reminded 


his hearers that on the 1928-1929 crop | 


of 84,000,000 bushels shipped to Van- 
couver, Alberta farmers had saved $4,- 
400,000 in rates alone. 

When this fight started he was in 
the Edmonton mayoral chair, Backed 
by council and such men as Rice 
Sheppard, the city had appropriated 
$1,500 to retain counsel to present ar- 
gument in favor of a reduction, while 
as a result of his representations, Sas- 
katoon had contributed $1,000 for the 
same purpose. 

Next dealing in detai] with the do- 
mestic rate, Mr. Blatchford stated the 
domestic rate had to do with grain 
considered not of best quality or at 
least of not sufficiently good quality 
to warrant its export. 

Present Conditions 

If consumed in British Columbia, 
such grain, shipped under the existing 
domestic rate cost 40 cents a hundred- 
weight as against a rate of 20 cents a 
hundredweight on export grain to 
Japan or the United Kingdom. In 
other words grain could be shipped to 
either the United Kingdom or to China 
or Japan cheaper than to Vancouver {? 
it were to be consumed in that city. 

“Such a thing is a crime, a disgrace 
and highway robbery,” declared Mr. 
Blatchford. “If anyone needs protec- 
tion, surely it is the man with the 
‘off-color’ crop, made so perhaps by 
frost, perhaps by smut, cub worms or 
other causes.” 

Mr. Blatchford then directed his at- 
tention to the express rates and 
pledged himself to fight for a reduc- 
tion of these.

During the week ending July 19 a 
total of 236 children were examined 
by the travelling clinio sent out by 
the provincial department of health, 
according to Hon, George Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture and health 

On July 13 and 14 the clinic was at 
Halkirk, where 110 children were ex- 
amined. In all 19 tonsils and ade- 
noids operations were performed; 
three cases were referred to physici- 
ans, 26 prescribed for, three minor 
operations were performed and 25 
anaesthetics given. Dental work tn- 
cluded 110 examinations, 28 treat- 
ments, 22 fillings, 13 extractions, 44 
extractions under a general anaes- 
thetic. 

At Bymoor a total of 126 children 
were examined, with the result that 
36 tonsils and adenoids operations 
were performed, 28 prescriptions made 


out, six minor operations performed | 


and 41 anaesthetics given, 

Dental work included 120 examina~- 
tions, 42 treatmen’s, 44 fillings, 14 
extractions and 52 extractions under 
& general anaesthetic.
